Iii my profession h a detective I 
have often been asked if I believed is 
the \ irtue ni' circumstantial evidenoe. 
In every instance 1 bare replied in 
the affirmative. While the profession 

may make B man hard-hearted and 

anxious to convict, ii is nevertheless a 

certain laid that a. OOmplete chain of 

oiroumstantial evidenoe against a 
criminal will settle liis case sooner 

than half a dozen respectable witness- 
es. Lawyers can browbeat and con 
fuse witnesses, and the veracity of t 
witness can be slurred or impeaohed, 
hut when you strike against a oiroum- 

Btance it is not so easy to step oyer it 

or explain it away. I have been an 
interested party in two oases where 

circumstantial evidence convicted the 

wrong persons, but still, if on a jury 

where circumstances were against the 
prisoner, I should not hesitate to 
Ii every I hing against him. 
Many years ago, when I was a 
young man of eighteen, I ran away 
from my uncle, to whom I was ap 
prenticed. He had a farm near Li 
pool, Medina oonnty, Ohio, and he 
was a i mm ii who had mil one jot of 
pity for Of mercy on man or animal,

I therefore refused to answer 
him, and he he naturally concluded 1 
was a suspicious character, and took 
me to the station. Ax I was register 
ed they searched me, and when the 
jewelry came to light there was great 
antonishineiit and rejoicing, and t he 
charge of grand larceny was at once 
entered against me. 

On the night previous a jewelry 
store on Superior street had been 
robbed of a large amount of jewelry, 
and the robbers had got away, leaving 
no (due for the detectives. 'This was 
some of the plunder. I told them 
where I found it, hut as 1 would not 
tell them who I was, or anything 
about myself, my lind was declared 

too thin. Under the same oiroum- 
stances to-day I would do just as the 

officers did then. They regarded my 
greenness as assumed for the occasion, 
and the newspapers put me down as 
one of the sharpest, and shrewdest 

thieves in the oountry. Every induce- 
ment was held out to me to giveaway 
my confederates, who were supposed 
to be older men and ((Higher characters, 
and my inability to do it was laid to 
shrewdness and nerve. The only 
lame point with the detectives was 
the fact that I was on my w ay into 
the city when captured, and that 1 
was showing myself Openly and bold- 
ly. It was hard to believe that a 
robber would hang about town with 
his pockets full of plunder, but they 
got over this by saying it was a 
ihrewd move on my part to throw 
(hem Off the scent. 

Had I acknowledged my identity. 

Uncle Jabea would have oome on to 

defend and clear me. but would also 
have taken me back and thrashed me 
within an inch of my life. I dreaded 
him more than State prison, and. there 
fore, when the trial came on I had 
iiothin I . and was sentenced to 

Stale prison fol three years. 1 was 
glad OX it- 1 would be of age when I 
came out, and as no one would hear 
of me in the interval, I would have 
nothing to fear from my tyrant of an 
uncle. 

The fact that I served only four 
months of my sentence was due to 
the efforts of one old deleclivc in an- 
other case I had forgotten to tell 

you that, the jeweler and two of his 
clerks had" fully identified" me as "a 
person who had been in the store 
several times just previous to the 
robbery." The proprietor swore that 
he sold me a ring tor #1.', and one of 
the clerks testified on tin' stand that I 
stood for half an hour and bartered 
with him about, a silver walch.

I hey were, they did me a good turn 
by denying that I had any hand in 
the affair, Indeed, after the ease 
was opened, the detectives saw that a 
blunder had been made ill arresting 
me.

promise of employment. To test the 

value of the people at the jewelry 
store as witnesses (he detective took 
me in there and asked if they had ever 
seen me before. Four months ago 

they hail sworn so boldly against me 

on the stand, now denied having ever 

seen me before I have been a delec- 
livc for years, but that circumstance 
has always been uppermost in my 
mind when I had a case where the 
identity of a prisoner was to be sworn 
to. 1 have always cautioned my 
witnesses not to testify unless sat istied 
beyond all doubl. My caution has 
several times operated to lei a bad 
man escaped the clutches of the law. 
but that was belter t han to swear an 
innocent man's life or liberty away. 

The other instance occurred in 
Tennessee just before the breaking 
out of the war. I bought of the 
inventor the Slate right of dVnuessco 
of a certain patent, out of which I 
expected to realize a large fortune.

Ohio man named .lames Miller. I 
had known him for many years, and 
would have staked my life on his 
honesty and veracity.

Nashville, 
and other towns, and I finally parted 
with him at Memphis. lie was to 
manufacture and sell through dealers. 
What happened to him, however, 
occurred in the nort hern part of the 
State near Clarksville. He had been 
dealing with somebody in that town.

go out seven or eight miles inlo t he 
country to look at a horse wit ha view 
of buying. As he was leaving the 
hotel a buyer of horses and mules 
named Charles Sweet asked logo with 
him, and offered to pay half the 
expense of (he rig. The offer was 

accepted, and the two drove away. 

Several incidents occurred during 
that ride. They were not a mile out 
of Clarksville when the horse shield 
to one side ami almost ups ; the 
. and Sweet, in sav ing himself 
from falling out, suddenly elevated 
his elbow and hit Miller on the nose, 
causing it to bleed. Several drops 
stained his shirt bosom, and Others 
fell upon the buggy cushion. A mile 
further on the horse balked at a hill, 
and Miller descended from the b 

ami coaxed him until he started on. 

in starting he threw Miller down, and 
a wheel of the buggy passed over the 
small of his back. lie did not mind 
the injury then, and brushed the mud 
and dirt from his clothes and follow- 
ed on to the top of the hill and climb- 
ed in. Half a mile from the farm 
Miller had started to visit, the two 
men caught sight of some line mules 
ina lield. Sweet deceided to stop 
and see the ow ner, while Miller drove 
on alone.

saw the horse he went out to look at, 
partly bargained for him, and then 
drove back. Il was noticed that his

a slim, light-built man, weighing 128 
pounds. Sweet was a large, fleshy 
man, weighing 105 pounds.

We went over the ground foot by 
foot, taking in a breadth of a mile 
each side of the highway, and exam- 
ining every barn, st raw stack, thicket, 
fence corner, and depression. Not 
the slightest trace of the body could 
be found. This raised a doubt of 
.Miller's guilt, hut more (han (hat was 
needed to (dear him. It was strange, 
everybody said, why Sweet had not 
gone to the house to see the owner of 
the mules; why he had not been seen 
on the road or in (he Holds j why, if 
alive, he had not shown up sine, 
was evident that there had been foul 
play.

"Has the stranger gone yet V" 

"No," replied the son. 

"And do you think hi' is daft?"

Then their conversation turned into 
other channels, and I went nut. In 
(en minutes I was back again. An 
influence which I cannot explain anv 
more than I could resist sent me back

His weight had run 
down to 1 80 pounds', hair and whiskers 
had grown long, and only some lucky 
accident could have identified him. 
Of the 14,000 he had with him when 
he drove out id' Clarksville ev cry dollar 
was accounted for, and he was even 
tually restored to health and strength. 
This has been my personal experience 
with circumstantial evidence, ami yet 
I dare declare my belief that i( is 
tin' best evidence in the world to con- 
vict the guilty On. It may have work 
ed injustice in rare instances, but it 
has In; ins of guilty wretches 

who would otherwise have escaped. —

Chloroform, as all physicians know , 
is a decided cerebral stimulant 
is, it is really a concentrated alcohol. 
administered by inhalation, anil pro- 
duces intoxication. All physicians 
who have ever administered chloro- 
form to a patient know what resist- 
ance they encountered. Any sleeping 
adult not under the influence of a 
powerful hypnotic would certainly be 
awakened if an attempt were made to 
make him inhale chloroform. Besides 
all this, we are always told that the 
persons who were chloroformed and 
robbed recovered. 

ry physician knows that unless 
chloroform is carefully administered 
with a proper admixture of atmo- 
spheric air, the patient dies. Now , why 
should a subject in the hands of an 
ignorant burglar, inhaling chloroform. 
have a better chance of recovery than 
than a patient in the e 
hand of several skilled am 
physicians who have previous 
amined the action oi the heart, who 



The deaf-mute is bv no means the 
only person who uses his fingers and 
hands as a medium of conversation.

some say it has a tendency towa'rd 
evil ; others, narrow-minded persons 
especially, have low opinions of it, 
and so on, with many queer ideas I 
do not care to mention, but I say 
thai it depends upon what the object of 
a club is. 

Previous to the organization of the 
Kphphatha Club, there were many 
deaf-mule men whose homos were far 
away, and were living in boarding- 
houses, where they did not feel at 
home, consequently some would go 
out to call im their friends, who might 
not welcome them if they called 
often say almost every night — and 
others (bight have gone to reading 
and sociables at the Boston Young 
Men's Union or Association ; hut for 
want of (rot' conversation with those 

of their class, they made arrange- 
ments to meet in saloons, etc., the re- 
sults of which are well-known to all. 
Therefore, upon a suggestion by a 

certain deaf-mute, a club was deemed 

a necessity, and a eonsliution and by- 
laws were drafted the club organised. 
Article 11 of the Constitution is as 
follows : — 

"The object of the Club shall be 
to promote the moral, intellectual and 
social welfare of its members. To 
accomplish this, the club room shall 
be always open to its members, so 
that they may spend their leisure 

moments therein, at any time, as a pro- 
tect ion from temptation, 

"Good books, magazines, news- 
papers and proper games shall be se- 
cured, and literary and social pursuits 
shall be encouraged." 

Now I have shown that the neces- 
sity of a club depends upon what the 
object is, ami to prove that the Kph- 
phatha Club has more of a tendency 
toward inoralitv than evil, is that 

man] members who were drunkards 

once, have been greatly benefited hy- 
lic liveliness of the club /.,., good 

tory-telling, debating, reading pa- 
pers, books, and proper game playing, 
which keeps them away from saloons, 
and saves them from annoying friends 
on whom they used to" call every 
night There may he some, who 
still have had habits, but they are 
growing better gradually.

I ley ! what was it t It was not 
gambling, and if it were, it would 
have violated the laws and by-laws 
of th.' club and would have caused the 
expulsion of any such offending mem- 
bers. The truth was that a deaf-mute 
who had charge Of the money made 
from a party given a few nights pre- 
vious, in behalf of another society, 
had the opportunity of meeting the 
president Of thai society in the club 
room, so he could turn the money 
Over to him, hence the laying down Of 
the money on the table, in order to 
count it before handing it to 
the president. At that moment the 
four members were playing euchre. 
The two gentlemen above referred to 
were the committeeon the Union Picnic 
lasl summer, and Were called to a 
meeting in the dub room on that 
evening. That was all and nothing 
more.
